Harry E Ford, of 
Hanover, 
well 
known in Gettysburg, was killed this 
morning about * iglu o’clock in a ra il­ 
road accident at York. 
Mr. Ford w .s yard foreman in the 
Western Maryland yards at York and 
wa* riding on the step at the rear of 
a cur which was tieing shifted on th* 
siding of the Sandusky Portland 
Ce 
merit Works a short distance west of 
York. 
The car on which he was rid 
ing wa* derailed and crashed into the 
building demolishing a part 
of th* 
wall. 
The crash ah o disconnected a num­ 
ber of pip*** containing ladling water 
which flowed over Mr. Ford and. with 
bruises which he sustained, caused his 
death within a few minute*. 
He was quickly placed in the tender 
of the engine and 
rushed to Beaver 
street. York, where an ambulance wa* 
in waiting 
He died in the ambul­ 
ance before th** ho*| ital wa* reached.

Republi­ 
can. carried the district In 19o8 by 
10,167, the result shows a change of 
16.002 votes. Mr. Havens carries the 
city of Rochester by 8746. when in 
1808 Mr. Perkins carried It by 6215, 
which records a change of 9961 votes. 
The result tallies almost to a dot 
with that in the Fourteenth Massachu­ 
setts district, where at a recent spe­ 
cial election Eugene N. Foss.

To do this four simple, short 
rules should he kept in mind—viz: 
Get out all (he dirt. 
Keep all articles a good color. 
Use nothing to injure the material 
either mechanically or chemically. 
Have some definite knowledge of dif­ 
ferent fabrics in order to treat each 
in the way least likely to injure or 
change its character. 
Unsatisfactory 
results 
in laundry 
work can often be traced to careless­ 
ness in preparing the various articles 
to be washed. 
Too often articles 
coarse and fine, white and colored, are 
put into the suds together without 
the slightest attention to such pre­ 
liminary steps iu the process as sort­ 
ing, removing stains, temperature and 
soapiness of the water. 
After such 
indiscriminate preparation what won­ 
der if fine muslins are soon torn or 
made yellow, if stains are made per­ 
manent and the entire washing takes 
on a dingy hue! 
Before any article is sent to the wash 
it should be examined and all stains 
carefully removed. This requires care 
and some knowledge of chemicals and 
their action ou fabrics aud stains. AU 
stains cannot Im* removed by the same 
substance or in the same way, aud yet 
it is remarkable how many different 
kinds of stains may be removed by 
cold water alone. 
For this reason I 
recommend that all articles be soaked 
in cold water for fifteen minutes or 
longer before being put into the wash­ 
ing suds. The white pieces should, of 
course, be kept by themselves, and lf 
there is any question about the fast­ 
ness of any color a little salt and vine­ 
gar added to the cold water will help 
to set It. 
Alum added to the rinsing 
water will make the color still more 
permanent. The following are general 
directions for removing stains of va­ 
rious kinds: 
Tea and Coffee.—Spread the stained 
pan over a bowl and pour boiling wa­ 
ter over it from a height. 
Chocolate and Cocoa.—Wash first in 
cold water, I hen rinse and pour boil­ 
ing water through it. 
Fruit. Many fruit stains may be 
softened and dissolved by alcohol, lf 
heated the alcohol wUl be more effec­ 
tive. 
For peach stain It may be neces­ 
sary to use diluted muriatic acid or 
sulphur fumes. Bolling water will re­ 
move fresh stains of small fruits. 
Grass. Alcohol 
will 
dissolve 
the 
green coloring matter. Washing with 
naphtha soap and 
warm water or 
spreading on a paste made of soap 
and baking soda will also remove 
grass stains. 
Grease or oil.—Soak first in cold 
water, then wash with cold water and 
soap. (lien dry aud if necessary use 
other agents. 
Chloroform or ether 
will remove grease from fabrics which 
cannot be washed. 
Wine. 
Cut a thick layer of salt over 
the stain from red wine while fresh, 
then pour bolling water over it. lf a 
yellow wine wash first wiih cold wa­ 
ter. t lieu with soap aud water 
Ink 
if stain is on a white garment 
put to soak for several days in milk, 
changing frequently. Bed ink poured 
over the black will remove the black 
st a (ti. The red may be washed out in 
cc del water aud ammonia, then boiled. 
Equal parts of peroxide of hydrogen 
and 
ammonia 
may 
remove 
fresh 
stains, 
oxalic acid will remove old 
ink stains from white garments. Salt 
aud cold water may be used in fresh 
amins on delicate colors. 
iron litis'..—lf fresh, lemon juke, salt 
and strong sunligtit may remove stain, 
but generally it is bet (cr to use muri­ 
atic acid at ou.e. 
Spread the stain 
m e r a bowl containing u fairly strong 
solution of borax aud water or soda 
and water. 
I trop muriatic acid on the 
stain a little at a time until It darkens, 
tbeu rinse thoroughly in the borax aud 
water. 
Mildew.—This is a mold growing on 
the blier cif Hie cloth, 
lf fresh it may 
lie removed by wetting In strong soap­ 
suds or covering with a mixture of 
chalk and salt and bleaching in stroug 
sunlight for several hours. Old mildew 
stains eau rarely be removed without 
injuring the fabric. 
.Miik or Cream —Wash out with cold 
water and later use soap and cold wa­ 
ter. 
Faint or l ur.—lf fresh and washable 
use soap aud water or rinse in tur- 
peutUie. tlieu wash, 
lf not washable 
use gasoline, 
lf dry soften with lard 
or od. then treat as for fresh paint. 
I'expiration.—Use cold 
water aud 
soup and put the garment in the sun 
for several hours. 
The perspiration 
under th.- artus is different from that 
of the rest of the body aud requirea 
diluted muriatic acid to neutralize it. 
Bugar of Gum - Dissolve with warm 
wa lei if washable, with alcohol lf not 
washable.

O many women the laundry is the 
least 
interesting part of tho 
home, and often the weekly 
washing and ironing are the 
work most dreaded by the eutirefamily. 
in fact, in many homes they prove to 
he the one insurmountable task, and 
because no other solution is found for 
the problem the washing is sent to the 
laundry or is done in atty way and by 
auy one so long as it is taken out of 
the bouse. 
Why the washing aud iron­ 
ing should prove such unpleasant work 
as to cause both mistress and maid to 
rebel against it has always been a mys­ 
tery to me. I can explain it only by the 
natural supposition that neither knows 
how to do it well and that the possi­ 
bilities for doing the work quickly. 
easily and thoroughly are few iu most 
houses. 
We generally find that a prop 
erly equipped laundry is among the 
last things to be added to the bouse 
and that in the majority of cases a 
tub or two. jverhaps a washing ma 
chine of possible merit and occasion­ 
ally a wringer comprise the average 
washing outfit in private homes of 
moderate means. 
And. small as that 
equipment is. it can Ive made to give 
very satisfactory results if a little 
know ledge and intelligence are brought 
to the task. 
The trouble is most wo­ 
men do not like to wash because they 
have not been taught to do it prop 
erly and Ivecause they make extremely 
hard work of It. 
They appreciate to 
some degree tine fabrics and dainty 
clothing, but they do not, as a rule, 
appreciate these to the extent that 
makes them desirous of preserving 
materials and colors. 
While it is difficult at any time and 
in almost any locality to obtain well 
trained helpers for housework, it is 
often an easier task to get a good cook 
or housemaid than It is to find a first

good irons of different weights

electric or even a good gasoline Iron is
